RESOLVED, That of the four nenbers appointed by the
Mnority Leader, one shall be a public nenber who has
expertise in the election process and three shall be nenbers

of the Illinois Senate; and be it further

RESOLVED, That the Task Force shall neet at the <call of

the Chairperson; and be it further

RESCLVED, That the Task Force shall exam ne various
i ssues relating to voting procedures and el ections technol ogy
including, but not limted to: voter registration, Election
Day procedures, voting machine technol ogy, absentee voting,

and voter education; and be if further
